THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 
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RECALLING ITS RESOLUTIONS 338 (1973), 340 (1973), 

341 (1973), AND 346(1974), 

HAVING EXAMINED THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL ON THE 
ACTIVITIES OF UNEF (S/1 1536), 

NOTING THE OPINION OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL THAT "ALTHOUGH QUIET 
PREVAILS IN THE EGYPT-ISRAEL SECTOR, THE OVER-ALL SITUATION IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST WILL REMAIN FUNDAMENTALLY UNSTABLE AS LONG 
AS THE UNDERLYING PROBLEMS ARE UNRESOLVED", THAT IS UNTIL
